* But this I confess unto thee, that, after the way 
which they (the Priests) call heresy 30 worship 
I the God of my fathers, believing all things 
which are written in the law and the Prophets.” 
Acts xxiv. 14. 


It isno new thing for those who hold up the 
Truth in opposition to the Errors of interested 
men, to be charged with heresy. So early as the 
time of Christ’s ministry, we find “ the Chief 
Priests and the Pharisees” in council against the 
Lord’s anointed,'saying “if we let him thus alone 
all men will believe on him, and the Romans will 
come and take away our place * John xi 48. This 
was a pinching circumstance for these mercenary 
Priests! To them “ all Judah brought the tithe 
of the corn and the wine and the oil.”—It was 
their place to receive these offerings under the 
old Law—But when Christ came to introduce 
**a more excellent ministry, which was establish- 
ed upon better promises,” Heb. viii. 6. teaching 
the doctrine, “freely ye have received, freely 
give” —* from that day forth they took counsel 
together to put him to death.” To lose one’s 
place is a serious consideration under any circum- 
stance ; but for a luxurious idle set of men, un- 
accustomed to honest occupation, to lose their 
place is intolerable '—And a woe, as far as may 
be in their power, shall be denounced aud inflict- 
ed upon every individual or society that dare to 
deprive them of it! 

In proof of this position, we refer to the con- 
duct of Ananias, the high priest, toward the 
Apostle Paul, Acts xxiii, This disinterested Apos- 
tle, had been engaged in his ministry, to shew, 
that by the coming and death of Christ “ the 
handwriting of ordinances was taken out of the 
way,” the priesthood that took tithes was changed; 
a pure, spiritual, and free ministry substituted, 
and consequently that Ananias and his colleagues 
must lose their places. Now mark the conduct 
of the priests, and we shall see that it presents 
us with a perfect model of their intolerant pro- 
ceedings in all the succeeding ages of the church ! 

At this time the Territory called ‘‘the Holy 
jand” was under the civil authority of the Ro- 
mans; of course the priests had little more than 
the power to censure or vilify their opponents! 
This want of power they endeavoured to supply 
by influence! As they could not inflict cctporeal 
punishmént on Paul, they used every means to 
induce the civil authorities to do it for them— 
Yor this purpose they brought “ a certain Orator 
named Tertullus,” who, well skilled in the sophis- 
try of their Theological School, was selected as 
their mouth-piece. But this college bred rheto- 
rician, though a willing instrument in the hands 
ot the Priests had a difficuliy to encounter which 
put him to his wits end—-The civil powers could 
not punish for opinions, they sought for facts 
whereon to ground a legal process, some overt 
act at least, which had a tendency to subvert the 
Roman government or injure the constitution of 
civil society—-Now every part of the Apostle’s 
conduct—every principle of his religion were 
directed to promote the peace and happiness of 
man, both in this world and in that which is to 
come, and poor Tertullus, like my Opponent in 
our case, had to point to the horrible consequen- 
ces of his faith—had to tell the Chief Captain 
that the Apostle was “a pestilent fellow’— 
“ mover of Sedition’—“a ring leader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes.” Like a skilful orator, he 
deals first in general charges, reserving his heavi- 
est accusation to the Jast— A ring leader of the 
sect of the Nazarenes "’ Heresy! Heresy ! 

In his first Address * Paul” tells us that he 
* should do injustice to himself and us not to 
acknowledge his approbation ot our general cha- 
yacter. Of our morality and amiability, our civil 
integrity, affectionate manners, examplary sim- 
plicity, our prudence and economy, and, he adds, 
of our efficient internal discipline, he has the 
highest admiration!” In a subsequent produc- 
tion, page 64 Chris, Repository, he acknowledges 
his “full belief that there are amongst us rea/ 
saints / it seems he can find as little fault with 
our character as Tertullus found with that of the 
Apostle! But all this will not do! If we cannot 
subscribe to the absurd and unscriptural doctrines 
of the Athanasian Creed, if we cannot believe im- 
possibilities we cannot be Christians, and like Ter- 
tullus, our redoubtable opponent raises the cry 
of Heresy ! Heresy! It is well for us, that here 

his power terminates / 

But though his power terminates here, he fondly 
hopes his infivence may extend a little further— 
Fle has endeavoured to prefossess his reader with 
an idea that we are not only heretics, but consci- 
aus hereticse—that we not only hold erroncous doc- 
trines, but know them to be erroneous / that lest 
our errors on this subject should come to light, 
we have, “since the days of our founder, general- 
ly maintained a suspicious silence.’’ In publish- 
ing to the world sucha sentiment, “ Paul’ has 
either been guilty of wilful misrepresentation or 
of inexcusable ignorance, as the writings of our 
most distinguished authors published more than a 
century ago, will abundantly demonstrate. George 
Fox in his “ Great Mystery Untolded,” 1s very 
full and clear on this subject; Francis Howgill, 
Isaac Pennington, Thomas Story, William Penn 
and many others very explicitly declare our ab- 
horrence of the doctrine which supposes the dis- 
tinct existence of “ three persons in One God.” 
For our opponent to say we have never dared to 
avow our sentiments on the subject of the Trim- 
ty” is to shew that he is grossly ignorant of the 
Society he professes to describe. I know of no 
people who have dared, through the most inhu- 
man persecution, inflicted on them by the Ortho- 
duc Trinsturians, sotully to avow their sentiments 
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on this subject ! as I expect by quotations from 
their writings clearly to demonstrate. Whether 
we “dare at this time” to speak plainly to this 
question will soon be seen, As truth needs no 
disguise, Amicus has no fear to expose her—as 
Error needs only to be seen in order to be reject- 
ed by disinterested men, so Amicus will be gratifi. 
ed by this opportunity to bring her to the light. 
As to the cry of ‘‘heresy,”—the last resort of a 
mercenary clergy—the last refuge of a waning 
priesthood, it were perhaps too hard to deprive 
them of it, even if we might—we will therefore 
leave them in the undisturbed possession of all 
the comfort, which, in this enlightened age, it is 
calculated to afford them!!! 

_ [now proceed to consider “ Pauls” three quer- 
ies contained in his xxxviii address to us No 9. 
C. Repository.—to which, when he clearly and 
honestly explains himself, I shall be very glad to 
give “ an honest unevasive answer !”—and first— 
** Do you believe the commonly received doctrine 
of the Trinity ?” Now I Aonest’y declare that I 
never knew that there was any commonly received 
doctrine of the Trinity ! The Trinitarians are so 
split to pieces, and widely divided, on this incom- 
prehensible doctrine, that it requires more discern- 
ment than has fallen to the lot of “ Amicus” to 
discover what is “the commonly received doctrine” 
or whether there be any such! are ‘* Waterland” 
and the rest of the Athanasians orthodox, who 
assert, that “there are three proper distinct per- 
sons entirely equal, and independant upon each 
other, yet making up one and the same Being? 
—Or is “ Howe” correct, who supposes there are 
three distinct Eternal Spirits—or distinct intelli- 
gent hypostases, each having his own distinct 
intelligent nature, united in such an inexplicable 
manner, that, on account of their perfect har- 
mony, consent, affection, and mutual self-con- 
sciousness, they may be called one God, as prope - 
ly, as the different corporeal, sensitive, and intel- 
lectual natures united, may be called one man; 
or, are “Owen” and the Bishops “ Pearson” and 
“ Bull” in the right, who are of the opinion, that, 
“though God the lather is the fountain of the 
Deity, the whole divine nature is communicated from 
the Father to the Son” (and so the Father must 
have no divine nature left!) and the whole divine 
nature is communicated from the Father and the 
Son to the Holy Spirit,” (and so the Father and 
the Son must have no divine nature left !) and yet 
the Father and the Son are not separable nor sep- 
arated fromethe Divinity, but still exist in it, and 
are most intimately united to it !!!—Or is “ Bur- 
net” in the true faith, who maintains that “ there 
is one self existent , and two dependant beings in 
the Godhead ? and asserts, that, the ¢wo latter are 
so united and inhabited by the former, that by vir- 
tue of that umon, divine perfections may be as- 
cribed, and divine worship be paid to them —Or 
is “ Wallis” a safe guide to orthodoxy, who tho’t 
the distinction between the three persens was on- 
ly modal ! according to the opinion of  Archbish- 
op Tillotson!!! Or was ‘ Watts’ sound in the 
faith when he maintained, that there is One Su- 
preme God dwelling in the human nature ot Chirist 
—which human nature he supposes to have exist- 
ed the first of ail creatures !—and when he spoke 
of the Divine Logos as the wisdom of God, and the 
Holy Spirit as the Divine power—or the influence 
or effect of it ? Or are ail these learned theolo- 
gians wrong ?—and are we to subscribe to the 
Roman Catholic creed of Athanasias, in order to 
be orthodox ? Asli very much doubt whether 
there ever has been any commonly received doc- 
trine on this ‘fundimeontal,’ this ‘all important’ 
point, since the day when fire and faggot were the 
portion of every man, woman, and child, who did 
not yield a full and unqualified assent, to every 
proposition of a cruel blood thirsty priest-hood, 
I shall expect my learned opponent will condes- 
cend to give us ample instruction in the case, that 
at least, we may not ‘ perish for lack of know- 
ledge!!! 

Secondly—Do you consider Artitrinitarians’as 
ina fundamental error? In other words do you 
believe that all who do not believe that God is di- 
vided into three parts “ three divine persons” 
and yet not three persons but one divine person, 
are fundamentally wrong and consequently go to 
the bottomless pit, because they cannot believe 
impossibilites ? Answer—lI confidently believe we 
hold no such blasphemous opinions! We should 
be very sorry to think that such men as the excel- 
lent Isaac Newton, John Locke, Dr. Lardner, Dr. 
Samuel Clarke, Hoadly. Law, Blackburn, Emlyn, 
Lindsey,Price, Jebb, Wakefield, Chandler, Taylor, 
Benson, Cappe, Kippis, Bishop Clayton, Aberne- 
thy, Leland, Lowman, Palmer, ‘l'yrrwhit, Disney, 
Kenrick, Simpson, Toulmin, Reynolds, Estiin, Ku- 
field, Bretiand, Turner, Elwall, Biddle, Firman, 
Hopton Haines, George Fox, Kobert Barclay, 
Francis Howgill, William Penn, and many others 
who might be named were ali consigned to eter. 
nal perdition for disbelieving what in truth nobo. 
dy can believe, who retains the use of his rational 
tacuiiies, unless it be possible to believe contra- 
dictory propositions ! 

Thurdiy— Can you justify your silence on this 
subject?” Ifmy reacers wish to know how silent 
we have been on this subject, let them consult 
George Fox’s “ Great Mystery Untoided,” small 
folio 1659; Robert Barclay’s “ Truth Vindicat- 
ed,” folio; ** Howgill’s Works,” folio; “ Isaac 
Pennington’s Works,” quarto; William Penn’s 
“Sandy Foundation Shaken,” and his “ Select 
Works,” folio, all published more than a century 
ago! These works wili convince the most obsti- 
nate adversary, that the people who my Opponent 
says, ** never dared to avow their sentiments on 
the subject of the Trinity,” have not “ generuily 
maintained a suspicious silence,” and I trust they 





will convince many of a different character 
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many who are seeking “ the truth as it is in Jesus” 
that our doctrines on this point are “ the doctrines 
of the New Testament,” sustained by sound reason 
and with a strength of argument which no sophis- 
try can withstand. For the satisfaction of those 
who may not have the opportunity of perusing 
these writings, I intend to quote some parts of 
them in my future essays on this subject.

Continuation of my Secoud Communication to 
Pavut and Amiccs, 


Having, in my last, demonstrated the essen- 
tial ditlerence which is between believiffg in the 
words of God, and believing in opinions of man 
on the words of God, I shall now consider what 
have been and are still the fatal consequences of 
having mistaken the belief in opinions of man on 
the words of God, for the true faith in the words 
‘of God. 

During the ministry of Jesus Christ upon the 
earth, he had foretold, “‘ lam come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not, if another come in 
his own name, him ye will receive ; how can ye 
believe which receive honour one of another and 
seek not the honour which cometh from God only?” 
John v. 43. and in his solemn revelation from 
beaven unto his beloved disciple, whom he had 
desired to tarry upon the earth until he came, 
that the words of his Father might be there pre- 
served with their purity and integrity ; he ex- 
pressly declared, in order to secure them who 
were henceforth to keep, faithfully this divine 
deposit; that ‘‘a (emptation was coming upon 
all the world to try them who dweil upun the 
earth,” and under which were to succumb, as 
have already succumbed al those who did not 
hold fast the words of God; but in order to pro- 
tect the faithful from this general temptation, he 
shewed unto his Apostle John Ais church, which 
he had purchased with his blood, flying, in spirit, 
into the wilderness, although yet bodily in the 
midst of the world, that “he might sanctify her 
and cleanse her with the washing of the water by 
the word, that he might present her to himself a 
glorious church not having spot or wrinkle or any 
such thing, but that she shouid be holy and with- 
out blemish,” Eph. v. 26, “ Where she bath a 
place prepared of God that they should feed her 
for a time, and times, and half atime,” which 
signify dhe ages to be elapsed till his glorious 
coming, “ from the face of the serpent which cast 
vut of his mouth water as a flood after the woman 
that he might cause her to be carried away of the 
flood, and the earth opened her mouth and swal- 
lowed up the flood which the dragon cast out of 
his mouth, and the dragon was wroth with the 
woman, and went to make war with the remnant 
of her seed which keep the commandments of 
God, and have the testunony of Jesus Christ. 
Apoc. Xii. 

Now brethren, if we,give a due attention to 
the contexts of these words and diligently inves. 
tigate in what circumstance Jesus Christ revealed 
them, when he came to reprouch the Seven 
churches with their having deviated from his 
words, faithfully transmitted by his Apostles; and 
if we czurefully inquire into the motive of his 
severe admonition unto the seven Angels, which 
is evidently in order that the words of his 
father which he had given to his Aposties should 
be kept with their purity and integrity, to the 
end, without aiding any thing to them, neither 
taking away any thing from them, we shall be 
fully convinced that this awful temptation which 
was to come upon all the world to try them who 
dwell upon the earth, can be but the temptation 
of mistaking the belief in the opinions of man on the 
words of God for the true faith in the words of God, 
—and that the flood which the serpent cast out 
of his mouth against the woman or the church of 
Jesus Christ, and the remnant of her seed which 
having the testimony of Jesus Christ; keep his 
words as they have received them, can be but the 
flood or the torrent of rash opinions on the words 
of God, with which Satan transformed into an 
angel of light has infected the different sects, 
divided among them, and separated trom the true 
church, essentially one as her chief and her spirit, 
by the difference of their opinions from which is 
their origin derived; which, in the process of 
time, gradually growing confident by confounding 
the belief in their opinions concerning the words 
of God, with the true taith in the words of God, 
have induced their respective proselytes to suc- 
cumb under the foretold temptation which was 
to try them who dwell upon the earth—that by 
this scrutinizing trial, might the true believers 
be discerned from those whose belief has only 
the sandy foundation of opinions of man, or ot 
their own opimons or teeling—it however such 
a belief can be properly called a true belief; for 
how cana man truly believe on a failible authori- 
ty, when he disregards an infallible one ? or ac- 
cording to the reasoning ot Jesus Christ himself; 
“how can ye believe which receive honour one 
from anether, and seek not the honour that com- 
eth from God only :” and “ for this cause,” said 
the Apostle, 2 Thess. ii. 11, 12. “ God shail send 
them strong delusion that they should believe « 
ive, that they might be all condemned who believ- 
ed not the truth but had pieasure in unrighteous- 
ness,” or according to the vulgate, corseimded to 
imiqulty, Consenserunt iniquitat. 

Who could hear these awful oracles and not 
tremble at the fundness so much prevalent now 
a days of searching mto the diverse opinions of 
man, tor discovering the true sense of the divine 
words! and when we heac the general boasting of 
liberty of opimons in matters ot religion aad taith 





necessary for salvation! Brethren, have we not 
read, have we not heard from God, that all his 
work eternally designed for his glory and the 
happiness of his creatures, is entirely founded 
upon his word, and upheld by his word, * uphold- 
ing all things by his word,” Heb. i. and that the 
achievement or the perfection of his work being 
incontestibly independent of the will of his crea- 
tures, the sensé and the accomplishment of his 
words must be independent of all their opinions : 
have we not read, bave we not heard thaten order 
to bring it infallibly to an end worthy of his in- 
finite perfections, God who, at sundgy timeg and 
in divers manners, had, during thé foemer dispen- 
sations, spoken*unto the fathers, sometimes by 
his Angels, sometimes by his Prophetsp hath, in 
this dispensation spoken unto us by bis Son, by 
whom he made the worlds and whom he hath ap- 
pointed heir of all things and the reconciler of all 
his intellective creatures with his divinity both 
in heaven and earth: wherefore he gave him a 
name which is infinitely above all the names, that 
in the name of Jesus every knee in heavem earth 
and hell should bow, and that every tongué should 
confess that Jesus Christ is set on the right h 

on the throne of his mujesty in the heavens, unt 
all his enemies be made his footstool, or under 
the feet of his body ; which signify the lowest 
members, or the most humble of his church; has 
not pure reason, enlightened’ by revelation, de- 
monstrated unto us that God being essentially 
infallible in his foresight, and omnipotent in his 
providential means, and consequently indepen- 
dent in the designof his wisdom, and always the 
same in his supreme felicity, enjoyeth, from t 
beginning, the glorious end of his purpose Py t 
eternally decreed triumph of his words,, for the 
glory of his perfections, all exalted in the whole 
of his work, that is to say, together in the créa- 
tion, redemptign, regeiteration restorati@g of 
all things into’the ee rdcr! “Bhdve swern 
by myself,” saith the Lord God, “ the’woltl gone 
out of my mgifth shall not retu@h, that unto me 
every knee shall bow, every f6ngue shall swear.” 
Isaiah xiv. 23. and again lv. 11, ‘my word that 
goeth forth out of my mouth shall not return un- 
to me void, but it shall accomplish that which I 
please, and shall prosper in the thing whereunto 
1 sent it.” Jesus Christ confirmed this capital 
oracle, by declaring that “the scripture cannot 
be broken,” or cannot fail to be accomplished— 
non potest solvi scriptura, John x. 35. all essential 
reason, and the whole revelation irresistibly 
evince to us that God being infinitely holy, whea 
he hath once spoken, his words must be fulfilled 
either in his promises for the believers, or in his 
threats against the unbelievers. 

For having refused to believe in the words of 
God, who bringing his first begotten into the 
world, said, “ Let all the Angels of God adore 
him”’—Liucifer and all the accomplices of his res 
bellion were cast out of heaven. 

For haying not believed in the words of God, 

“ thou shait not eat of the tree of knowledge of 
gvod and evil”—man and his posterity were cast 
out of the terrestrial paradise. 
For having not believed in the words of God, 
all the Israelites set out of Egypt, except Caleb 
and Joshua, who remained faithful, were prostra- 
ted in the wilderness, and excluded from the 
promised land. 

Tius, by tae same judgment as quick as just, 
all those who refused from the beginning of the 
promulgation of the Gospel, and all those who still 
refuse to believe tully in the words of God, such 
as Jesus Christ gave them to his Apostles, are 
excluded from the kingdom promised only to the 
living members of his body which is his church 
flown into the wilderness, into her place where 
she is nourished by the efficacy of the words of 
God, until the glorious coming of her chief, who 
shall make her faithful members, ministers and 
elect, reign with him a thousand years, this is the 
seventh day of the creation, every other day of the 

reat week being, in the divine record, computed 
or a thousand years, wherein God hath eternally 
decreed tocomplete his work—complevit die sep- 
tima—We must mind what we have already ob- 
served that God being essentially a/zays the same, 
enjoying from the begiuning the giorious end of 
his whole work, there is in him neither past nor 
futere, but allis for him eternally present, and 
therefore he blessed the seventh day and sanctified 


complete, and the true Sabbath day of which the 
Sabbath ordered by the Mosaical Law, was only 
the figure, but which in reality, “ remaineth to the 
people of God ;” itague relinquitur sabbatismus 
pofrilo dei. Hebd iv. 9, and of which those who live 
in Clir:st may already, at every instant enjoy the 
blessed toretaste, by their faith, hope and charity, 
—being certain this shall be the day of theuniver- 
sal manifestation of the triumph of all the words 
of God, by the eflicacy of which al! the created 
facultics being in fine, through the ministry of the 
triumphing church, restored in harmony with the 
divine pertections, shall in Jesus Christ, with Je- 
sus Christ, and by Jesus Clirist glority the Father 
as he desiveth to be glorified. 

Aad this is accordiag to all the oracles of the 
Prophets and Apostles the only one church which 
shall at first reign with Jesus Christ @ thousand 
years, as he has especially foretold in his revela» 
tion, because this 1s the only one church which 
has taithfuliy kept the words of God, which in 
Jesus Christ, with Jesus Christ and by Jesus 
Christ, are the essential means which he has che- 
sen to bring all things from the essential - priaci- 
ple to the essential end of the creation, redemp- 
tion and regeneraiion. We shail hereafter point 
out who are the members and the ministers of 
this one and universal or Cathoke church which 
may be found every where on earth as in beaven.

If any one who takes 
this paper, and knows that the youngest 
deacon in the same church does not take if, 
he is particularly and earnestly requested 
to put it into his hands, that he may be 
made acquainted with the plan. The edi- 
tors of the Religious Intelligencer, at New- 
Haven, Conn. of the New Hampshire Re- 
positery, Coneord N. H. and the religi- 
ous Intelligencer, in Charleston, S. C. 
and other religious publications, are re- 
quested, as they regard the conversion of 
the heathen; the education of pious young 
men for the gospel ministry ; the distribu- 
tion of Bibles and tracts ; and supplying 
the waste places in our beloved eountry— 
to give this address one insertion in their 
paper. Say not that it will accomplish 
nothing: would to God the iron fetters of 
sloth and unbelief, with which we are 
hound faster than Sampson was, would 
burst before the beams of the Sun of 
Righteousness. The plan which I am a- 
bout to propose, is easy and practicable ; 
and on supposition that there are three 
thousand of the younger deacons or el 
ders in the United States (and it needs 
no proof that there are so many) would 
bring a greater revenue to the eharch 
annually, for the various benevolent ob- 
jects than is now brought from all other 
sources. ‘The plan has been u a few in- 
stances adopted with success, and the on- 
ly reason why it has not long been genes 
rally adopied, is, not becanse it is imprae- 
ticable ; not because it is burdensome ; 
not because it calls for money which cannot 
be obtained ; but because what is every 
body’s business is no body’s business. 

This ietter is therefore addressed to the 
youngest officer in the church: and I hope 
the eyes of men and angels, wili be fixed 
upon him,to see with what cheerfulness 
and promptitude he will rash forward to 
the discharge of this known duty. If in 

any case the person addressed shouid by 
any circumstance be prevented from en- 
gaging in this duty, vome kindred spiritis 
requested to do it. Oh that 1 now eould 
eall every deacon or elder by name— 
that J could be with him and urge other 
motives; that I eould go with him to his 








On the evening of the 23d July. the date 
of our last, we had the pleasure of meeting 
the committee of the ‘l'aranrog Bible So- 
ciety. the field of whose labours. like that 
of Theodosia, is very limited, being 
almost entirely confined to the town and 
the small distriet attached to it; but we 
are happy to say, that they have been ac- 
tive in cultivating that field, and that their 
zeal has inno degree diminished. Rus- 
sians, Greeks, Italians, Armenians and 
‘l'artars, have been furnished by them 
with the word of God in their vernacular 
tongue. ‘The next committee we visited 
was thatof the Don Cossacks, in whose 
eapital (Novo-Tcherkask) we arrived in 
the forenoon of the 20th, and in the eve 

ning waited on the Hettman, from whom 
we met with the kindest reception and 
who, as president of the society, engaged 
to make immediate arrangements ior a 
meeting of the committee. ‘Che Bible So- 
ciety, like almost every institution that ex- 
ists in the country of the Don Cossacks, 
being, in a great measure, established on a 
military footing, presented quite a novel 
scene to our view. When visited by the 
secretary, he appeared in uniform, with 
his sword by his side: and when we atten 

ded the meeting of the commitige, we 
found ourselves to be the only persons in 
a civil dress, all the members being offi 

cers, and some of them of the first rank— 
It was a source of mneh pleasure to ob 

serve with what spirit they entered into 
the business, and how anxious they were 
to listen to any propositions which were 
made to them for extending their sphere 
of usefulness. Since the formation of the 
society, they have collected not less than 
33.163 rubles. which have been remitted 
to Petersburg for the general purpose of 
the institution. and brought into circulation 
about 3000 copies of the scriptures. Five 
shops have been opened for their sale in 
the town of Novo-Teherkask— in ten of the 
most important stanitzas, or settlements, 
depots have been estabii-hed, besides in 
the Ruarantine of Yagirlik, another at the 
mouth of the Don, and a third at that of 
the Calmins—and seven of the principal 
authorities in different settlements have 
charged themselves with the duties of cor- 
respondents or active agents of the socie- 
ty—The Calmues living in the vicinity of 
the Don have been furnished with the Gos 

pel in their own language, which they re- 
ceive with so much eagerness that they pay 
even a silver ruble for a copy. More than 
one fifth of the Calmues in this quarter are 
able to read—and. as the Cossacks are ex- 
ceedingly zealous in calling their attention 
to the seriptures, there is ground to hope, 
that mueh good will be done in this way 
among the poor deluded votaries of 
Lamaic superstition. On our arrival at 
Sarepta, which we reached on the 13th 
took an early opportunity of waiting on the 
Governor and the Archbishop, both of 
whom have but recently entered on their 
funetions in this place. ‘The latter, who 
has already distinguished himself by his 
zeal in promoting the cause of the Bible 
Society, in his former diocese of Tamboff, 
entered most cordially into the subjeet of 
our visit, which we could vot but consider 
very opportune, as the removal of his ex- 
eelleney, Mr. Bucharin to Cieff, and that 
of the late Archbishop by death, had oc- 
casioned a temporary relaxation in the op- 
erations of this Society. From the Archi 

mandrite Dionysius, the seeretary, and our 
Seotch friends, we soon obtained a com- 
plete knowledge of the state of their af- 
faira, which enabied us to give a greater 
‘legree of energy to this auxiliary. On the 
evening of the 23d, we met the committee 











in the house of his Grace the Archbishop; 
it was attended by the Governor, Vice Go- 
vernor, the Hettman of the Cossacks in 
this quarter, and other individuals both ei- 
vil and elerical. of the first respectability 
in the place. The business of the meet- 
ing commenced with the reading of a letter 
from the Governor, stating his aeceptance 
of the office of viee-president, and promi- 
sing to them every assistance in his power 
A resolution was then passed to furnish 
with eopies of the Seriptures the different 
prisons, guard-honses, hospitals and the 
houses of correction. 
the committee was next directed to a most 
important measure, that of each member 
charging himself with the eare ofa number 
of copies for sale and distribution, aceord- 
ing as opportunities may offer, to which 
they all cheerfully agreed ; and it appears 
from a paper subsequently put into oar 
hands, that in consequence of this resolu- 
tion, not fewer than 616 eopies had been 
issued from the depot in the course of the 
same week. Of these, 165 copies have 
heen ordered by the Governor, and 11s 
by the Viee-Governor. On its being pro- 
posed to inerease the number of active 
arents, his Grace the Archbishop under- 
took to follow eut the same plan here that 
he had done with so much effeet in his for- 
mer diocese, that of engaging all his eler- 
gy to do their utmost in behalf of the 
cause in their respective circles.

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SPECIMEN OF WELCH PREACHING 
Extracted from the Methodist Mag. 


At a meeting of Ministers at Bristol. 
the Rev. Mr—invited several of his 
brethren to sup with him: among them 
was the Minister officiating at the Weleh- 
meeting house in that city. He was an 
entire stranger to all the eompany, and si- 
lently attentive to the general econversa- 
tion of his brethren. The subjeet on 
which they were diseoursing was the dif 
ferent strains of publie preaching When 
several had given their opinion, and had 
mentioned some individuals as good 
preachers, and such as were models as to 
style of composition. &e Mr —turned to 
the Welch stranger and solicited his opin- 
ion He said he felt it to be a privilege 
to be silent when such men were discours- 
ing ; but that he felt it a duty.te eomply 
with his request “ But.” said he “if I 
must give my opinion FE should say that 
ye have no preachers in England.” « No” 
said Mr. L—, * No” said he; that is, 1 
mean no such preachers as we have in the 
Principality.” “1 know,” said Mr. L— 
** you are famous for jumping in Wales. 
but that is not owing. T suppose, so much 
to the strain of preaching which the peo- 
ple hear. as to the enthusiasm of their 
characters” ‘ Indeed” said the Welch- 
man, * you would jump too, if you heard 
and understhod such preaching ” “ Why,” 
said Mr. 1, — do you think T could make 
them jump >”? «You make them jump? 
A Welehman would set fire to the world, 
while you were lighting your match.” 
The whole company beeame very much in 
terested in this new turn of the ‘subjeet, 
and unanimously requested the good man 
to give them some specimen of the style 
and manner of preaching in the Principal 
ity. Specimen” said he, “I cannot give 
you; if John Elias were here, he would 
give you a specimen indeed !—Oh! John 
Elias is a great preacher.” Well ” 
said the company, “ give us something 
that you have heard from him.” “Oh 
no.” said he, * Teannot do justice to it; 
besides. do you understand the Welch lan- 
guage?” They said, ‘no, not so as to 
follow a discourse.” © Then,” said he, 
** it is impossible for you to understand it, 
if I were to give you a specimen.” 
“ But,” said they, “ cannot you put it into 
English?” “Oh!” said he, your poor 
meagre langnage would spoil it; it is not 
eapahle of expressing those ideas whicha 
Welchman conceive; I eannot give you a 
specimen in English without spoiling it.” 
The interest of the eompany was increas- 
ed, and nothing would do but something of 
a specimen: while they promised to make 
every allowance for the language. 
**Well” said the Welchman, * if you must 
havea piece, I must try, but IT don’t know 
what to give you, I do not recollect a piece 
of John Elias, he is our best preacher; I 
must think a little ;—well I recollect a 
piece of Christmas Evans. Christmas 
Kvans was a good.preacher, and I heard 
him a little time ago at an association of 
Ministers. He was preaching on the de- 
pravity of man by sin—of his recovery by 
the death of Christ—and he said, “ Bre- 
thren if I were to represent to you in a fi- 
gure, the condition of man as a sinner, and 
the means of his recovery by the cross of 
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The attention of 


Jesus Christ, [should represent it some- 
thing in this way: suppose a large grave- 
yard surronuded hy a high wall, with on- 
ly one entrance, which is by a large iron- 
gate which is fast bolted. Within these 
walls are thousands and tens of thousands 
of human beings, of all ages and of all 
classes, by one epidemie disease bend. 
ing to the grave, the grave yawns to 
swallow them, and they must die. There 
is no balm to relieve them—no physician 
there—they must perish. This is the 
condition of man as a sinner—all all have 
sinned, and * the soul that sinneth it shall 
die.’ While man was in this deplorable 
state, Mercy the darling attribute of Deity, 
came down and stood at the gate. looking 
at the seene and wept over it, exclaiming, 
‘Ob that I might enter, I would bind up 
their wounds—I would relieve their sar- 
rows.—I would save their souls !? while 
Merey stood weeping at the gate, an em- 
hassy of angels, commissioned from the 
court of Heavento some other world, pas- 
sing over. paused at the sight, and Heaven 
forgave that pause: and seeing Merey 
standing there, they cried, * Merey, Mer- 
ey, ean you not enter ? Can you look upon 
this seene and not pity P Can you pity and 
not relieve? Mercy replied, * lb can see!’ 
and in her tears she added, *ITean pity, 
bunt, f cannot relieve.” ¢ Why ean you not 
enter?’ oh! said Mercy. Justice has bar- 
red the gate against me. and [ cannot, 
must not unbar it. At this moment, Jus- 
tice himself appeared as it were to wateh 
the gate. ‘The angels enquired ef him 
‘why will you not let Merey in?’ Justice 
replied. ¢ my law is broken, and it must be 
honoured ; die they or Justice must!’ At 
this there appeared a form among the an- 
eelie band, like onto the Son of God, who 
addressing himself to Jastiee, said, ‘what 
are thy demands?’ Jastice replied my 
terms are stern and rigid,—I must have 
sickness for their health.—TI must have ig- 
nominy for their honour.—T must have 
death for life,’ * wathout shedding of blood 
there is no remission”? + Justice,’ said 
the Son of God, * I accept thy terms. On 
me be this wrong and let Merey enter.’ 
> When.’ said Justice ‘will you perform 
this promise ?? Jesus replied, ‘Pour thou- 
sand years henee upon the hill of Calvary, 
without the gates of Jerusalem, I will per- 
form it inmy own person. The deed was 
prepared and signed in the presence of 
the angels of God—Justice was satisfied, 
and merey entered preaching Sa/vation in 
the name of Jesus. The deed was com- 
mitted to the Patriarchs, by them to the 
kings of Israel and the Prophets, by them 
it was preserved till Daniel’s seventy 
weeks were accomplished: then at the ap- 
pointed time, Justice appeared on the bill 
of Calvary. and Merey presented him the 
important deed. © Where, said Justice,

version of the world, Their special object 
was the education of pions indigent youth 
for the Gospel ministry. Miss-—.was 
one who preferred experiments to specula- 
tion. She perceived that the system uni- 
versally adopted would silence in a few 
years the Macedoman ery at home and a- 
broad. 

Perhaps local ambition might have ad- 























ded some influence to the better feelings 
excited in her mind on this subject ; bat 
stean be no objection to zeal in a good 
cause that itis fashionable, for the fashion 
of doing good universally prevailing would 
be the perfection of the Christian system. 

The visitant returned home, and a meet- 
ing of young ladies in the village was 
soon assembled 5 a constitution was form 
ed and adopted; a president, secretary and 
freasurer chosen; twenty five cents paid 
hy each member for initiation ; a resolve 
passed to hold a weekly meeting, and that 
each member, whether present or absent, 
at home or abroad, eonscientiousty work 
three hours in each week. Each lady fix- 
ed a price upon her own work, and a box, 
with a proper inscription fixed up in the 
drawing room of the principal public house, 
became their depository and place of sale. 

A view of the box would convince you 
that all their genius for imitation. and skill 
in execution had been exerted in the man 
ufaeture of the various kinds ef needle 
work, paper lanterns, needle books, and 
many other articles, of which Doreas pro- 
bably never thought. 

This society has flourished now for 
more than three years. More than fifty 
have been members, and no one removed 
hy death. Only four were professors at 
its establishment, and if I have not mista 
ken the information of a member, the ma- 
jority are now active zealous Christians. 
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which they are members, as to violate any 
of its clainvs in the exercise of their eha- 
rities. They regard * the powers that be 
as ordained of God” and therefore feel a 
disposition to render unto them all due 
subjection. 

“ This declaration may be necessary to 
allay the apprehensions of some timerous 
persons who suppose that the object of the 
Abolition Society is to rob them of their 
property, (their Slaves) either by foree or 
intrigue. Such persons are surely not a- 
ware that the possession of their property 
is secured te them by the constitution of 
ihis Commonwealth: and that uo law can 
be enacted to bring about even a gradual 
emancipation, without first ealliug a con- 
vention and revising the constitution. 

* All therefore that the society ean hope 
to effect is, to meliorate as they may have 
opportunity the situation of the free peo- 
ple of colour, by giving them proper aid 
and encouragement in the discharge of the 
great duties of morality and religion—to 
defend the rights of those who are legally 
free, but are likely to be still kept in bon- 
dage, and to prepare the public mind for 
taking the necessary preparaiory mea- 
sures for the future introduction of a sys- 
tem of laws, for the gradual abolition of 
slavery as those degraded people may be 
prepared for the enjoyment of civil liber 
t .

The priveipal recipient of their bene- 
factions is now a student of near two years 
standing in College. You will imagine 
something of the grateful obligation whieh 
rests upon him when you know something 
of his situation. 

At atime when he had just got the in- 
telligence of his father’s failure, and the 
loss of a small fund, on which he depend- 
ed for the payment of bills then due, and 
was anticipating the painful necessity of 
leaving his books and his class to raise 
funds by his own exertion, he anexpect- 
edly reeeived a donation from the society 
sufficient for the relief of all his existing 
wants. 

A hint to the truly wise, especially of 
the female sex, is suthecient. Will not 
other young ladies imbibe the spirit and 
adopt the noble course pursued by those in 
Piitsfield, A STUDENT.

son to expect it immediately, as the fever 
and ague generaliy ieaves a person in a 
weak state for sometime I hope we may 
ever be resigned to the dispensations of 
God, whether mereiful or afflictive, know- 
ing that he does all things well. 

Che Indians continue to treat us with 

respect and altention§ We ‘are favoured 
with eighteen of their children at school, 
who are attentive to their books, and ap- 
pear fo learn with freility. While we 
| are teaching them the arts of civilized 
life, and the things relating to their tem- 
| poral welfare. we hope that we may not 
forget how much more important it is to 
point them to Christ, the way, the trath 
and the life.”? We hope that our time may 
be employed to the best advantage; and 
that we may not be deficient in the dis- 
charge of our duty. It is an animating 
thought, that, Christians in every part of 
our country, are engaged at the throne of 
grace for this Mission, and the heathen to 
whom we are sent. 
Since our arrival here we have followed 
an Indian woman to the grave. We were 
accompanied by three natives only, who 
were to commit the sleeping dust (o its 
mother earth. The corpse was. conveyed 
on a sled, drawn by a yoke of oxen.—The 
face of the woman, after her death, was 
painted, according to the eustem of her 
nation, with red and a dark muddy eolour, 
The object of this ceremony is to tell her 
the right road to the eternal world and to 
introduee her among the same tribe to 
which she belonged on earth! Do not this 
people need to be taught “ the trath as it 
is in Jesus: and we may do mueh good, 
if God shall bless the means.

forsake thee.” We have also reflecied, 
that though we ourselves are very young, 
we are born to die; we feel therefore anx- 
ious to serve our generation also, while 
‘we work the works of him that sent us 
while itis day ; the night cometh when 
no man can work.’ We humbly trust 
therefore, that the lover of little children, 
will perfect praise out of the mouths, 
of babes and suck lings, and ordain strength 
out of our hands towards this good work ; 
and at last having served him faithtully 
all the days of our lives, brings us to meet 
our kind parenfs, and you, Sir, and the 
dear Missionaries, and all this eongrega- 
tion in his residence above, ¢ the place of 
angels and God.” 

L now move that the thanks of this meet- 
ing be given to the various Auxiliary So- 
cieties which have lent their aid to for- 
ward the objects of this Institution.

At our last dates from Union, peace had 
not been restored between the contending 
tribes. No recent aggression had beer 
committed: but nothing it would seem, 
but a war of extermination, will satisfy 
the enraged Cherokees. The Mission 
Family were generally in health. and were 
prepared to erect their mills and their per- 
manent dwelling house. Mr. Chapman left 
the stationin March for New Orleans, on 
business of the Mission. His latest letter 
from New Orleans, dated the 18th of April, 
mentions, that he had finished his business 
and should set out in the course of that day 
to return to Union. 

The Family at Harmony were in com- 
fortable health, and were industriously oe- 
eupied in carrying forward their various 
improvements. ‘Their school of Indian 
children had increased from eleven to eigh- 
teen. 

We regret to state, that during the 
spring,there has been an unusual mortality 
a‘aong the Indians at ‘Tusearora. They 
have buried eight or ten, and others are 
stillsick. On the list of deaths are the 
names of the venerable Witt1am Henry, 
one of the pillars of the Indian Chureh, 
and one of his daughters, and a son and 
daughter of Nicholas Cusick, the Inter- 
preter. ° 

We mentioned in our last that Mr. 
Thayer was soon to oceupy a new station 
at Cateraugus, about thirty miles S. W- 
of Buffalo. He and his family took their 
departure for their station on the 27th of 
April, and arrived at the Seneea Mission 
House in safety on the 8th of May.

MISSION AMONG THE CHOCTAWS. 

The journal kept at Etliot. continued in 
the Herald for June, gives pleasing proofs 
of the usefulness of those servants of 
Christ inthe wilderness. An examination 
was held in the school on the first of Jan- 
unary, which was very gratifying Parents 
continue to be very anxious to place their 
children under the care of missionaries, 
The journal says, they need more labour- 
ers. Several eases of serious inquiry, 
have occurred among the hired men at the 
station. Our limits will only allow the 
following extracts: : 
Feb. 16.—In the evening brother Wood 
mentioned several incidents, which oecur- . 
red during his journey, illustrative of the 
attachment of the « hoetaws to the mission- 
ary brethren, an: of their extreme anxiety 
to hear more about the religion of Christ. 
Che following will be interesting. — 
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When riding on the great road, from Da- 
vid Folsom’s to brother Williams’ house, 
he came to & little toll bridge Some 
children put up the bars to prevent his pas- 
sing, and an Indian stepping up, said, 
«‘ money, money.” Brother Wood then 
directed his iaterpreter to tell the Indian, 
that he was a missionary from Elliot, &e 
When he heard this he was quick and 
loud in saying, in his own language, “Afo- 
mey, ik shoo ik sub un no »  & Money, 
none ai all, I don’t want.” Brother 
Wood then asked him, if he knew any 
thing about God; he said Mr. Williams 
had told hima little, but he wished to 
learn more. Thus the Lord appears 
to point out these heathen as chosen ves- 
sels of mercy. 

20.—This day the boys under brother 
Bardwell’s care, completed chopping on 
the New field containing 15 or 18 acres. 
This work has been almost entirely per- 
formed by about 30 boys who. in addition, 
have split many rails, rolled up logs into 
heaps, and cut nearly all the firewood. 
which we have used this winter We feel 
very much encouraged, by our present 
success, to hope that much may be done 
here on ‘the mission ground, to meet our 
ordinary expenses. 

24. Sabbath—This day has been a 
precious one. Some Choctaws and seve. 
ral black people were here. -At noon, an 
excellent opportunity was offered and im- 
proved for the brethren and sisters to take 
these ignorant, but precious souls, to their 
rooms, and teach them the way of life. 
It is, indeed, good to be here; some of our 
labourers, aud a few of our scholars, ap- 

ear to be more thoughtful than they have 
Feen.— The Lord is waiting, we hope, in 
merey and love. Far different is our pre- 
sent situation, in the enjoyment of health, 
surrounded with children, visited by the 
heathen, and smiled upon by heaven ; from 
what it was last fall and summer, when 
our children were dispersed, aud ourselves 
laid on beds of sickness. We are among 
the most favoured and happy, though most 
unworthy servants of the Lord, 

March 3.—Vhis Sabbath has been vers 
interesting to our souls. ‘The parents of 
some of the children were with us. ‘To 
them we made known a Saviour, in our 
private interviews with them.—They ap- 
peared tu be interested, and told us they 
were glad to hear us, and wished all the 
Choectaws knew what we had told them — 
‘They inquired of us if they could pray in 
the Choctaw language; ifthey might call 
God‘ our Father,’ and they wished us to 
tell them what they must pray for. ‘Tru- 
ly here is a field for an Evangelist. 
~ 4.—When our Choctaw friends left us 
this morning, taking us by the hand, they 
said, “ We have seen our children ; all is 
good. We are glad, and shall go home and 
sleep sound.” Soon after a Choctaw, who 
had heard us say a little about God yester- 
day, eame to a room where some of us had 
just risen from prayer, to know more ahout 
God. He said he had thoughé about that, 
which he had told him, and had come to 
hear more. Oh! that the friends of the 
Redeemer would pray more fervently, 
Soon might our walls be salvation, and our 
gates praise. 

5—A little girl ;was brought to us to be 
received into sehool, Av the number of 

irls is small, and more can be accommo- 
Fated in their school room, we gladly re- 
ceived her. 

7.—Another little girl the Lord has 
this day put into our hands—The Choc- 
taws are too indifferent to the education of 
their daughters, while they are all alive 
to that of their sons. Hence, we especi- 


cally rejoice when the girls are offered. 


We have now sixteen of them in school, 
under the care of sister Thatcher.

FOURTH OF JULY. 


The “Christian Secretary,” noticing 
the resolution of the “Hartford Baptist as- 
sociation,” and several other places to ob- 
serve the 4th of July in a religious man- 
ner, makes the following appropriate re- 
marks: 


“Every friend to good order, not to say 
every christian must approve the object 
contemplated, in the above resolution. 
The usual method of celebrating the birth 
day of our country, is calculated to keep 
in remembrance the victory obtained 
through the valour of those venerable pa- 
triots who dared to confront the mighty 
engines of oppression with a deliberate 
declaration of American independence. 
But the festivity of these annual celebra- 
tions falls short of recognizing the hand 
of Almighty God, to whom our liberties 
must be aseribed. ‘Phe mode which is 
now propesed, and which indeed, has been 
already adopted in many places, cannot 
but meet the approbation of all classes of 
people. Could the religious observances 
of this day be rendered general, among the 
different denominations of christians, 
(whieh we are happy to learn of late is 
likely to be the case) the scruples respect- 
ing “the gladness of the hours” would 
soon vanish, and favourable opportunity 
would be afforded,for impressing the mipd- 
of the rising generation with the univer- 
sal operations of Divine Providence, in the 
government of nations. 

It is also gratifying to perceive in the 
above resolution, a remembrance of the 
aborigines of the country we inhabit. ‘The 
providence of God has taken this Ameri- 
ean soil, from the dominion of tyranny and 
has given it to us, butin tracing its oecu 
paney still farther back, we find it in the 
possession of the Indians. We are hardly 
prepared to concur in the notion some- 
times advaneed, that the Indians have been 
driven back from their lawful territory by 
the fraud and injustice of its present in- 
habitants. Whatever frauds may have 
been practised upon the Indiau tribes by 
those who have been engaged in traffick 
with them, their diminution must rather 
be attributed to the natural readiness of 
untutored manners to sink beneath the ir- 
fluence of civilized habits. But this does 
not aBsolve our obligations to them: it on- 
ly teaches the preeminence of civilization 
over savage harbarity, and calls the more 
loudly for our exertions to promote their 
spiritual, and temporal interests, by teach- 
ing them the manner of life on which our 
own prosperity depends. 

Doubts, it is true, have arisen, (and they 
have been freely expressed,) respecting 
the practicability of civilizing the indians; 
butalthcugh we cannot present an instance 
of a nation being born in a day, yet we 
are every year permitted to behold among 
them a gradual progress in the arts of ei- 
vilized life; and even many who appear to 
be the subjects of renewing and saving 
grace. 

it is hoped that on the ensuing anniver- 
sary of our ludependence, a time when 
every body feels generous, an opportunity 
will be afforded in all the christian church- 
es for a publie acknowledgment of the Di- 
vine favour towards our country and a li- 
beral acknowledgment of the missionary 
claims.”

DREADFUL FIRE!!! 

About half past four o’clock yesterday 
afternoon the alarm of fire was raised, and 
the dense black smoke which immediately 
followed thereafter indicated the quarter of 
ine city whence it originated. ‘The {fire 
proceeded trom the midst of the extensive 
and well stocked lumber yard of Messrs. 
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“The Lord has appeared to build up 
Zion inthe midst of us; sinners are anxi- 


Redeemer’s kingdom exalted on the ruins.” 


Kirby and Clarke, and spread with unex- 
amrpled rapility, being aided by a strong 
south-east wind. The combustible nature 
of the property soon caused it to commu- 
nicate to the yards of Messrs. William 
West and H B. Bromwell & Co which 
were also full of lumber, and thence to the 
extensive range of brick warehouses and 
dwellings fronting on M’Elderry’s wharf, 
the first SEVEN TEEN of which, count- 
ing from Mr. John Diffenderffer’s ware- 
house at the corner of Pratt street, were 
soon enveloped in a general conflagration, 
and, with much of the property within 
them reduced to ruins ! 

We will not attempt to describe the Joss 
which has occured by this desolating fire, 
certainly the most destructive in its conse- 
quences of any which was ever experienced 
in this city. ‘The number of houses large 
and small which were burnt amount to from 
twenty-five to thirty, twenty of which were 
large and valuable. The property destroy- 
ed in them must have been of great value 
in the aggregate, and much of that which 
was at first removed was subsequently 
thrown into the dock to preserve it from 
the devouring element. Thesufferers are 
so numerous that we find it impossible to 
ascertain their names at this late hour. 
The lumber alone destroyed has been esti- 
mated, and we believe without exaggera- 
tion, at one hundred thousand dellars! With 
the sufferers in common with our feliow 
citizens, we sincerly sympathize We 
know many of them to be active, honest 
and industrious, and well worthy of that 
assistance which generous hearts cannot 
fail to offer on so distressing an occasicn 

The heat proceeding: from the piles oi 
burning lumber was so intense as to break 
the curbstones in a part of McElderry- 
street; and in a stone cutter’s yard adja- 
vent, some of the stone were reduced to 
lime, and so many others in a finished state 
were broken that the injury to the owner is 
estimated to be nearly a thousand dollars

Thirty-three souls added to the visible 
church! should but one half of this number be 
really born again ; yea, but one truly repenting 
soul, it will be an event far surpassing in magni- 
tude in the eyes of those who see in the light of 
eternity,—of the angels in heaven, the temporal 
conquest of a kingdom. Never do we read of 
joy in heaven over the most splendid victory 
ever achieved on earth—but we do read that 
** there is joy in heaven over one sinner that re- 
penteth.” But we hope, tho we thus speak, that 
none of those thirty-three have given an unholy 
touch to sacred things, but that their names are 
all registered in the Lamn’s book of life. 

From St. Georges our letters are truly heart- 
cheering—that place, which for a long time, had 
been like the mountains of Gilboa, where neither 
rain nor dew had fallen, has lately been visited 
with a refreshing shower. While their stated 
Pastor had been ready to adopt the language of 
the prophet, “ Who hath believed our report ?” 
—his heart has been cheered with the delightful 
view of seeing the long sown seed beginning to 
take root—many who have sat for years under his 
ministry, apparently with as little concern as tho 
they had “no part nor jot in the matter,” now 
begin to awake and enquire what they “must do 
to be saved,” while others hitherto even careless 
of attending to the outward means of grace, are 
beginning to be aroused, and are anxious to know

Letter to the Editor, dated Chester County, 
June 24, 1822.
